The tower is the highest of its kind 


in the world and is regarded as the 
oldest munition factory in the United 
States. From a base forty feet 
in 


Uiameter the shaft rises to a height of 
24S feet. 
Ttir column tapers as it 


ascends, so that the diameter at the 
top is only twenty feet. It was built 
in IS2S, Charles Carroll, signer of the 
Declaration cf Independence, laying 
the c6rner stone. 


The interior pf the st.-ucture was 


destroyed by fire in 1S7S, but was re- 
built and shot dropping continued un- 
til 1S92. Then the tower was aban- 
doned for shot making because.of the 
advent of improved methods of man- 
ufacture.

GRAVE OF NOTED 


INDIAN CHIEF 
BELIEVED FOUND 


Pocatello, Idaho,—An ancient 
In- 


dian grave believed'to hold . the re- 
mains of Chief Nam-pub; the Flute 
Indian Leader after whom the'city, of 
Nampa.- Idaho,1 was nanicd, has been 
founded by R. W. Limbert, -tvhose .ex- 
plorations in the country r.ovv- known 
as the Craters of the Moon national 
monument contributed greatly to na- 
tional recognition ,of that territory. 


While Iiunt'mg in the desert close 


to the Nevada line recently, _Mr. Lim- 
bert said he found a flat rock upon 
which there was cared an arrow. Fol- 
lowing tht general direction of the 
arrow he found other roclts with sim- 
ilar, carvings. The end of the line of 
arrow rocks was a huge mound of 
stones -with a flat one resting hori- 
zontally on top. - 


The flat rock was engraved crude- 


ly with the figure of an Indian with 
abnormally large feet and - hands; 
around the figure was a circle, tbe 
death sign of the Piutes. 


The dead chief is reputed to have 


had abnormally large feet and hands 
and it is a. tradition that one of his 
feet was. six inches wide and eighteen 
inches long. The attempt of the car- 
ver to show the large hands and feet 
leads Limbert to believe that it is the 
grave of Chief Nam-puh,
